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WITH ONE FINGER,

There was a curious experiment which we used to try some 
times when we were boys, and which always Mlied us with wonder 
and bewilderment. We would select some stout lad, and get him 
to Hie on his back on the ground or on the floor. Then a number 
of the boys would get around him and each would place his fore 
finger firmly under some part of the boy’s body, under his head, 
under his shoulders, under his knees and under his elbows. Some 
would count “one, two, three,” and we would all lift together, each 
with a Single finger, and it always filled us with wonder to seo 
how readily that seemingly insignificant pressure of our fingers 
lifted the boy bodily from the ground. 

We did not realize, of course, that it was only a question of 
dividing the burden. Because there were so many lifters, the 
weight which each one felt was insignificant. If only a few of us 
had put our fingers to the task, we should have tugged and lifted 
all in vain. 

_ This principle of lightening the burden by dividing it, is a very 
practical one in every sphere of effort. Where there are many to 
help, even the greatest work becomes easy, afd Where there are 

‘only a few, the lightest tasks are likely to grow wearisome and 
difficult. The ones who shirk their tasks, slight though their part 
may be, really throw an intolerable burden on the few remaining 
workers, and make their toil intolerably hard. 


Now in this time of ours, and particularly here in America, 


where the fleld is so vast and fruftful for all sorts of good works, 
we need the help of every individual to adequately accomplish the 
great work we have to do. It will not do for any one to hang back 
and refuse his part, because thet part is small. The fact that it 
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even though {it be with a single finger, then great 
resilte will follow. But if many of us hang back, those who remain 
at work will find their burden impossibly heavy, and ‘will despair 
of doing the good that must, somehow, be done. 

Glance for a moment over your ordinary day, and see whether 
you do or leave undone the little tasks and opportunities that come 
your way, of helping your neighbor, or of defending and spreading 
the Church of Christ. That friendly word which you might have 
eiid this morning, of encouragement, or explanation, or gentle 
remonstrance, to help on or direct your friend; that kind little 
action which you could readily have done this afternoon; that 
help which you cotild have so easily given to a good enterprise; 
that discouragement and rebuke which you could have admin- 
istered to an evil scheme; what were all these but opportunities 
of touching the evils of the time, as it were with a single finger, 
in a way that would neither have wearied you nor delayed you? 
And yet if you and the hundreds and thousands of Catholic men 
and women itke yourself used these opportunities, Were ready for 
these little lebors;did not spare the pressure of a helping finger 
here and there when need arises, think how the burdens of the 
aze would be moved and lifted; think how wrongs would be righted, 
evil deeds deterred and good ones encouraged all over the face of 
the earth! 

We are too likely to think, most of us, that it {s only the great 
things that matter, that the seemingly sight and insignificant 
things are as trifling as they seem. It is not so in reality. It is, 
after all, the little things often repeated that matter more than the 
great things which happen only seldom. It is the tiny innumerable 
good deeds of a long and patient life that matter more than the 
sudden and vicient effort of a single hour. 

Perhaps you have been neglecting these little opportunities of 
good endeavor, under the impression that they were go insignaif- 
cant and slight. So have hundreds of thousands of your neighbors. 
But if you and they were only to realize how exceedingly important 
small oceasions are, and would begta to perform these small acts 
of kindness and of charity instead of passing them by, think what 
a sudden change would come over the whole face of things. The 
world would become a beehive of charity and unselfish effort. One 
little kind act would suggest another, and instead of the cold, harsh 
and selfish indifference which ts too often the atmosphere of the 
world, the earth would be filed with kindly and generous people 
willing to oblige and help their neighbor, and urging one another 
on, by good example, to every sort of charity. 

That is the fdeal- condition, but you can make real at least 
your little part In It. It is only a question of lending the pressure 
of your finger for the good and against the evil. Try it tomorrow, 
watch out for the little opportunities, of doing good and discourag- 
ing evil, and see how many of them you can sefize before tomorrow’s 
sun goes down. You will find that they He all about you, and that 
it is encouraging and delightful to see how much good you can do, 
as it were by the way. And you will be really helping a great deal 
to contributg’to the common sum of human happiness and goodness 
and to }ift the common burdens of the world.

Can the Menace Afford to Organize? 


I would ask in the negative: Can 
the Menace Afford Not to Organize? 
| At present I know of no one, who has 
the sympathy of the work the Menace 
is doing, that is in its employ. I know 
of them to fight for their employers, 
who would shoulder their littie musket 
and go, because they have nothing 
but a sweat shop and worse than 
sweatshop methods in conducting 
their business. 

Number 161 of the Menace shows 
up a gain for one week in subscrip- 
tions of 7,793, which is a small weekly 
gain. This means at the minimum 
subscription price of 25 cents per year 
$1,948.25. To the one hundred girle 
they pay an average of $2.75 per week 
or $275; about nine printers and press- 
men, Whose wages average $17.50 per 
week, or $157.50. A total of $400 will 
catch the weekly pay roll. The other 
expenses we will figure at fifty per 
cent of the balance left from the 
original $1,948.25. Deducting the pay 
roll we have left $1,548.25. Allowing 
fifty per cent of this for other ex- 
penses we have left for profits each 
week: $774.12%, or a monthly profit 
will. amount to at least $2,996.48.
